We have tried to do this in two ways, 
by comparing the various phases of school life to 
corresponding national ones, and by introducing 
new features and methods of presentation in the 
actual construction of the book.

HENRY ROBERTS, Editor. 
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Dr. WituiaM H. Smitey—born April 28, 
1854, in Massachusetts. After being grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1877, he taught in 
several eastern institutions. Came to Denver 
in 1883—instructor in East Denver High 
School, 1886-1892. He was made principal 
in 1892 and held that position until 1912 
when he became Superintendent of Denver 
Public Schools. Was Supervisor of High 
School Education from 1915-16. Superin 
tendent Emeritus since 1924. He died March 
13, 1934, in Denver, Colorado 


William H. Smiley 
1854—1934 


NE day during the last year of Dr, Smiley’s life he was conversing with a group of friends 

concerning the nature of the cultured mind. A suggestion was made that the analogy of 
agriculture is helpful in attempting to define the essentials and the scope of mental culture. 
A member of the group remarked that our dictionary says the Latin word ‘‘humanitas’”? would 
have been a much happier choice than the word ‘“‘culture’’ to express the idea. In commenting 
on this, Dr. Smiley said: ‘But ‘humus,’ the soil, and ‘humanitas’ both have the same root. To 
think of the culture of the field is first to think of its preparation, the clearing, the removal 
of the stumps, the stones, the obstructions; then of the plowing, the harrowing, the doing 
of all those things that makes the field receptive to the seed, to the rain, to the dew and to 
the sunlight. After these things have been received by the soil, then come the processes of 
growth and of assimilation. Finally come the products—the fruit. The cultivated field does 
not hold selfishly—it restores, it gives forth.” 

If these things suggest truly what is meant by the cultured mind, Dr. Smiley's mind 
typified the conception.. He was selfless. His eager mind, prepared through early training, 
was receptive to all that was beautiful, absorbed it, added loveliness to it and then gave it 
back in its changed form to the young and the old of his generation. 


OVEN into the destiny of every community and reflecting all its phases 

is the environment which is a basic factor in molding the manner of 
living in that community. Thus as skyscrapers show and yet determine the 
existence in a city, the school building and surroundings at East affect and 
mirror the life of every pupil.

FOX students who enjoy and wish to continue mathematics, there are a variety of courses from which 
to pick, including most of the phases of the subject. 

Geometry, the study of lines, surfaces, angles, solids, is offered in two courses, plain and solid geom- 
etry. The most ancient branch of mathematics, it is a necessary foundation for all those who plan to 
take more advanced work. 

Algebra, usually taken during the junior year, is another required subject if one desires to specialize 
in mathematics, chemistry, physics, or any field of engineering. A practical subject, especially for engi- 
neers, is trigonometry, the study of the relationships between the angles and sides of a triangle. Here 
also is learned the use of logarithms.

OUR different foreign languages may be taken at East--Latin, French, Spanish, German. 

Still widely studied, Latin is offered to all those desiring a foundation for the study of most mod- 
ern languages. The three traditional courses, Caesar, Cicero, and Virgil, are still taught. A new Cicero 
text was used this year, which added color to the work. 

An entirely new element was introduced into the study of French. Special stress was placed on pro- 
nunciation and inflection, and outstanding students were chosen to make dictaphone records. Made 
for the first time this year, these records will be used for teaching and observation in other sections of 
the country. A new book, Tableau de la Civilisation Francaise, describing French costumes, recreations, 
customs, art, was added to those already used in this course. 

Spanish recruits have increased tremendously this year. In addition to their regular studies, the Span- 
ish classes for the first time published a newspaper entirely in that language, El Periodiquito Espanol, 
which appeared monthly, was written, typed, distributed by the pupils. 


Classes in German placed special emphasis upon a study of German government and customs in 
coordination with its regular curriculum.

pee requires that each student take six full semesters of physical education. At the first of each se- 
mester, tests are given to determine each pupil's strength of back, legs, grip, lungs, ability for pull-ups 
and push-ups. Those averaging highest report only two days a week, while those in the middle group 
report three. Those averaging lowest must take gym every day. Special classes are held to correct bad 
posture, flat feet, and uneven shoulders; others for those unable to engage in strenuous exercise. 

Volley-ball, soccer, deck tennis comprise the daily fall work of the girls’ classes. In winter there are 
drills, dances, stunts; in spring, tennis, deck tennis, indoor baseball, track, archery. This year a number 
of classes cooperated in taking a standard national test for girls in connection with a survey from Wash- 
ington.
